Abolition of Spy System

It is recognised that a decision by 
the attorney-general that the spy sys- 
tem must be abolished would have a 
disastrous effect upon the ambitions 
which Mrs. Willebrandt is believed to 
cherish, Her friends have been active 
in attempting to secure from Presi- 
dent Hoover her appointment either 
as head of the prohibition enforcement 
activities of the federal government 
or as the first woman to be elevated 
to a federal judgeship. Appointment 
and confirmation to either of these 
positions would be seriously interfered 
with, if not prevented, by a decision 
from the attorney-general that the spy 
system should not be maintained be- 
cause of the legal irruglarities which 
it involves. It would be difficult, for 
example, to secure confirmation of 
anyone for a judicial appointment 
who had been a party directly or in- 
directly to the procurement of false 
commitment papers from officials of a 
federal court. It would be equally -dif- 
fieult to induce a majority of the 
senate to consent to the appointment | 
of a defender of the spy system as 


head of all the prohibition enforce- 
ment of the present administration. 


Would Strengthen Positien. 


If, on the other hand, Attorney- 
(eneral William D. Mitchell ean be 
induced to add his indorsement of the 
spy system to that-which former At- 
torney-General John G. Sargent al- 
ready has given, it would constitute 
an important victory for Mrs. Wille- 
brandt over Senator Borah and others 
who have denounced it, and would 
greatly strengthen her position with 
the administration and perhaps with 
a majority of the senate. 

Mrs. Willebrandt’s friends, how- 
ever, are concerned over the declara- 
tion of the new attorney-general that 
he v'll not approve of the spy system 
until he has made a thorough investi- 
gation and ascertained whether its op- 
eration is in conflict with the federal 
statutes.

| REBELS QUIT TORREON 
WITHOUT BATTLE. 

Juarez, Chihuahua, March 18.—(/) 
Bombed from the air and facing the 
steady machine-like advance of fed- 
eral columns under General P. Elias 
Calles, revolutionary forces today 
evacuated their stronghold at Tor- 


reon, Coahuila. They retreated a hun- 
dred miles to the north through the 
desolate mountainous area of Durango. 
Torreon was abandoned at dawn as 
federal cavalrymen proceeded toward 
the city. An early attack yesterday 
had terrorized the populace. 

General Jose Gonzalo Escobar, the 
rebel commander-in-chief, arrived a 
few hours later with his command at 
Escalon, a small city in the far south- 
eastern corner of Chihuahua, 

Headquarters on Train. 

Escalon is approximately 100 miles 
north of Torreon and to reach it the 
‘rebels crossed a part of the state of 
Durango. The city is on the Mexican 
National railway line, which the revo- 
lutionary forces control in Chihuahua. 
The northward flight of the insur- 
gents tonight had ‘brought the main 
force of the rebellious army to a point 
approximately 350 miles south of the 
American boundary. _. 

Plans of the revolutionary leaders 
were kept secret, but government ad- 
herent expressed belief that General 
Kscobar’s army would proceed further 
northward to Chihuahua city, capital 
of the state, about 200 miles south of 
EK] Paso.

League officials tonight seemed con-

was agreeable to the government. 

The officials did not seem so san- 
guine as to the 40 other states.

Voodooism Fanatic Sought 


es POLICE BELIEVE REVENGE WAS MOTIVE 


For Murder of Rome Witch 


Rome, Ga., March 18.—(Special.) 
Little or no light was shed Monday 
upon the brutal murder of Martha 
Russell, aged fortuye teller and con- 
jure worker, by a coroner's inquest. 

As evidence stands, the only motive 
that can be ascribed to the murder, 
is that of revenge by some of her 
following, who believed in the casting 
of spells, the weaving of charms and 


other supernatural pewers that she is 
said to have possessed, 
She was found lying in the hall 


of her home on North avenue early 
Sunday afternoon with her throat cut 
in four jagged slashes, a smaller 
cut on the cheek, a stab high in the 
right breast, and evidence of a bruise 
upon the left temple. It is thought 
that this was administered by a plank 
or board with nails in it, as two 
small holes were found just behind 
the ear. 

It was at first believed that the 
motive for the crime was robbery, but 
this was later abandoned when it was 
discovered that approximately $200 
in cash in a tin box had not been 
touched, though the box, placed be- 
neath her bed, had been pulled out 
and the top forced open. In this con- 
tainer there were innumerable little 
sacks in which there were sewn roots, 
herbs, dead spiders and other charms. 
In some of these were found money 
along with the herbs, while in others 
there was only money. The box also 
contained war medals, several new 
knives and other trinkets. Several 
similar knives were found embedded 
in the back of a tree in the front 
yard, presumably to ward off evil 
spirits. 

The deceased was an eccentric hats 
acter. She told fortunes for many 
years, and was said to have'made a 
living from the sale of charms. She 
was the old family servant of Mrs. 


J. Lindsey Johnson, Sr., and was 
brought from New York years ago. 
She was of Scotch parentage and very 
superstitious. 

Negroes, living near by, stated that 
a bullet would not have killed the 
woman as she was a “witch.” The 
ee also seemed to believe 
this 

J. A. Humphrey, a mechanic who 
came to the house Sunday morning 
and received no answer to his knock, 
returned shortly after noon Sunday. 
When he again received no response 
from the house he called neighbors and 
investigated. The woman was found 
lying fully clothed in a pool of blood 
in the hallway. 

Humphrey was placed on the stand 
at the coroner’s inquest but could 
shed no light on the mystery. He 
stated that he was coming to the wom- 
an for treatment for poison in his 
system and that she had been giving 
him medicine, made from roots and 
peach buds. He said he came for some 
more medicine on the day she was 
found dead. 

Other witnesses testified that she 
had had a premonition that a disaster 
was hanging over her for some time 
but no attention was given to it. 
She told Humphrey that she had been 
“put to sleep” a week before the trag- 
edy and that some one had come into 
her home and stolen the money given 
her for the medicine, 

Officers working upon the case are 
of the opinion that it is parallel with 
the witch murders and voodooism 
cases that have captured the popular 
imagination of the public for the 
past several months. The inquest 
was continued by Coroner Charles J. 
Ogles, and will convene again Tuesday 
at. 1:30 o’clock. He states that this 
is the most brutal and revolting mur-

GOVERNOR GRAVES

Finds Conditions Wotse

Receding waters today improved 
conditions rapidly in most of the flood- 
swept regions of the south in which 
the known death list stood at 20 and 
property damage at several millions 
of dollars. 

Two principal exceptions were not- 
ed. One was in the lower reaches 
of the Flint river, Georgia, and at 
River Junction, Florida, where the 
Flint and Chattahoochee rivers form 
the Apalachicola. 

The other was along the Alabama 
river east and south of Montgomery, 
Ala. There a new flood menace of 
such proportion was reported te Gov- 
ernor Bibb Graves that he personally 
inspected the area by @irplane. Re- 
turning aviators said in that region 
people were seen in housetops and 
clinging to the limbs of trees to es- 
cape rapidly rising waters. 

Elba Citizens te Return. 

Rehabilitation work went on rapid- 
ly as the flood waters drained from 
Alabama and*Georgia through north- 
west Florida into the Galf of Mexi- 
co. Announcement was made that 
1,000 adult residents would be per- 
mitted to return to Elba, one of the 
towns evacuated after it was inun- 
dated. Children under 16 years would 
be kept at Troy. It was expected 
that Geneva inhabitants, who were 
also removed when water over-ran 
their town, would begin to go back 
tomorrow. 

Typhoid anti-toxin and other dis- 
ease preventives were sent to the flood 
territory to guard the health of those 
affected by the waters. Red Cross 
Officials co-operated with state au- 
thorities in administering relief and 
starting the work of rehabilitation.

Add to this double session, porta-

has never had a real junior high.” 

Just recently, so recently that the 
newness has not worn off, the crowded 
junior highs took over the new wings 
just added to the old building. “Now,” 
they said joyfully, “we shall have 
room to stretch.” But alas! While 
the buildings have been so long de- 
layed, the student bodies have increas- 
ed from year to year, so now the new 
buildings are none too large. 

“And now,” also said the junior 
highs, “we can have our clubs, our au- 
ditorium meetings and hot lunch in 
the cafeterias.” But at this critical 
moment, the rapidly diminishing school 
moneys vanished entirely and we are 
left with a new auditorium but no 


Karly in the year 1923, three new 
‘school buildings were begun in At- 
lanta. These buildings—big, beauti- 
ful, different in plan from any others 
in the city—were the new. Junior 
High schools. (The fourth school 
‘was housed temporazily in a make- 
‘shift building.) Late in the fall of 
that year, 5,720 pupits, between the 
ages of 11 and 16, pushed open the 
new doors, surged into the buildings, 
and took the Junior High school idea 
to their hearts.

That great tribunal,. to which 
some fifty of the nations, including 
the first-class powers, have already 
adhered, is one of essentially 
American credentials. Thomas Jef- 
ferson suggested and pleaded for 
such a court in the interest of world 
peace. Other presidents since Jef- 
ferson’s time, have similarly fa- 
vored the creation of such a court, 
on bases of arbitration and the de- 
cision of international juridical 
issues. 

The congress from time to time 
has adopted resolutions authorizing 
the president to invite the nations 
to set up plans for universal arbi- 
trations of international disputes. 
It has even authorized him to send 
commissions abroad to enlist the 
nations to join in such co-opera- 
tions to avoid resorts to war, and 
those resolutions, as far as we know, 
Stand unrepealed and are available 
to the president of today.

Moscow’s 


Progress. 


Moscow now holds rank as the third 
largest city on earth, according to the 
latest census figures. It has more 
than five million inhabitants. The in- 
dustrial production of that eity for the 
past year is valuated at 453 roubles, 


that is to say a quarter of the total 
industrial productions of the entire 
soviet union, The productivity of the 
country increased by 51 per cent dur- 
ing the past year. Agricultural pro- 
duction in the country increased by 14 
per cent during the same period. Col- 
lective agricultural settlements reaped 
a harvest three times more abundant 
than private settlers. In the past 
year the city of Moscow expended 185 
millions of roubles for the construc- 
tion of workers’ apartments. The 
city has 10,458 shops, of which half 
are operated by the state. One mil- 
lion pupils are inscribed in the state 
schools of the capital, which means 95 
per cent of all children of school age. 
Before the revolution the length of the 
municipal railway net was 301 miles. 
It has grown to 405 at present. In 
addition there are 165 busses operating 
in the town that did not exist before 
the war. Another interesting an- 
nouncement by the statisticians is this 
that in 1929, a quarter of the workers 
in the city will have their working 
time reduced to seven hours per day.

During the anti-Semitic storm that 
swept over Hungary 10 years ago 
thousands of Jews sought refuge in 
Christianity. They are now return-

ing to their former faith. When Ad- 
miral Horthy’s white army marched 
into Budapest and destroyed the red 
peril it was feared that a sanguinary 
pogrom would result. Public resent- 
ment against the communistic 
of terror centred on the Jews, and 
thousands of them applied for baptism 
as a measure of safety. Official rec- 
ords indicate that there are few Jews 
in Hungary today who did not also 
change their names temporarily. The 
government attempted to block this 
tendency, but the Jews invoked a law 
of 1867 authorizing them to adopt 
Hungarian names. Grand Rabbi 
Heveszi signed no fewer than 10,000 
certificates in which Jews relinquished 
the Hebraic faith. They are flocking 
back now in large numbers to the 
synagogues. Much bitterness, how- 
ever, remains. Hungary was well 
known for its liberality towards the 
Jews before the war, but today, for 
example, Jewish students in Hun- 
garian universities are regulated by 
quota and the awakening Magyar 
party is frankly anti-Semitic.

‘SLOWLY RECEDING.

Flood-swept regions in Georgia Mon- 
day were rapidly returning to normal, 
although water was still rising in the 
lower reaches of the Flint river. 

Railroads reported service nearly 
on schedule, with sume few exceptions, 
however, and work in repairing high- 
ways was progressing rapidly. 

Continued reports of clear weather 
helped the general situation, and no 
new deaths were reported. 

The Flint. in the vicinity of Albany 
and Bainbridge, was giving the most 
trouble in this state. West Bain- 
bridge reported a river stage of 37.1 
feet this morning, with the river still 
rising at the rate of one inch per 
hour. Dikes had been constructed 
to protect industrial plants, however, 
and most of the inhabitants of the 
lower places had moved out. 

Albany’s weather forecaster did not 
believe the flood stage there would ex- 
ceed 35 feet, a prediction which bheart- 
ened citizens who, during the past few 
days, have built a two-mile dike de- 
signed to hold back that amount of 
water. The gas plant was prepared 
for a 37-foot rise, and was believed 
safe. : 
Newton, for the second time in two 
weeks, was almost completely under 
water, with the river rising fast. In- 
habitants had had ample warning. 
however, and had fled. The Real 
Cross was in charge of relief work 
there. : 

The near-by Nochaway creek, which 
threatened to sweep away the pow- 
er dam of the Georgia Utilities Cor- 
poration nine miles further down the 
river, was said to be falling. 

The force of the Chattahoochee was 
practically spent, West Point, the 
hardest hit town, emerging today for 
the first time since last Thursday. 
The first trains were sent through 
there by the Atlanta & West Point 
railroad since. last week, and mer- 
chants began cleaning their stores and 
preparing to bring down from lofts 
and second stories goods which were 
stored there.

Supplies Special Needs. 


The Junior High period is one of 
renewed interest. The pupil begins 
to look forward to adult life. He 
needs a treatment wholly different 
from that of the elementary of Senior 
High pupil; he needs a special curric- 
ulum considering his tastes, needs 
and individual differences; he needs 
to be in a building apart from pupils 


adapted to his needs. He needs a life 
of new interests. These things the 
Atlanta Junior High system offers. 

In the Junior High school, the pro- 
gram provides for the teaching of the 


program and for an activities pro- 
gram. In every plan, the needs, in- 
terests and individual differences -of 
the children are considered. 
Fundamentals Required. 

It Atlanta, every Junior High pupil 
is required to take the fundamental 
subjects, English, Math, Science, So- 
cial Science. Besides these, there are 
Household Arts, Shops. Latin, and 
Commercial subjects. These last we 
call “try-out” courses and no attempt 
is made to turn out-finished bookkeep- 
ers, seamstresses, or electricians. The 
aim of these courses is to give the pu- 
pil an opportunity to trv his hand at 
many kinds of work. Such a plan 
helps a pupil to discover his taste and 
skill and may save him from wasting 
time later on trying to learn a busi- 
ness for which he has no aptitude. 

The guidance program in Atlanta 
is planned to help the pupil who needs 
advice about his choice of senior high, 
of college or maybe of his life work. 
The home teacher is the chief coun- 
sellor. He studies the likes, abilities, 
interests, of each pupil as an individ- 
ual, not merely as a member of a 
group. With this knowledge, the 
teacher is ready to assist the pupil in 
making his decisions as to his future 
work and study. 

Student Activities Stressed. 

Our activities program is often con- 
demned because it is not understood. 
The junior high boys and girls are 
just at the age when they must belong 
to one club or to several. In previous 
vears this club spirit resulted in a 
half-hearted sewing club for girls or a 
hiking club for boys, which, sometimes, 
since it had no leader and no definite 
plan, degenerated into a gang with a 
gang spirit. In the junior high the 
pupil may join one of a score of clubs. 
Thus his club spirit is satisfied, while

Modern education, through its hun- 
dreds of standardized tests, has pro- 
vided a tangible measuring rod for all 
types of school work. Let us see how 
the Atlanta junior high schools meas- 
ure up to the average for the coun- 
try. In a recent Tressler English test. 
the result showed the 8-B pupils of the 
junior high schools up to the average 
for the country, and above the aver- 
age in grammar and vocabulary. This 
was also true of 9-B pupils. On Jan-

General scholarship records in At- 
lanta show that pupils who have been 
three years in junior high are far 
tbove the averave and show a steady 
improvement. 

To hold pupils in school after the 
eighth grade has ever been a problem. 
[It is easier now, and our senior highs 
are crowded with the promotions from 
the junior highs, who slip naturally 
from the ninth grade into the tenth. 
The break is infinitesimal. 

The longer a pupil stays in school 
the better able he is to take his place 
in the world, the better citizen he will 
make, Sometimes, however, for eco- 
nomie reasons, a pupil must go to 
work at the end of his junior high 
course. How much better he is pre- 
pared for life than he would have. 
been, with his junior high training in 
my gn in leadership, in citizen- 
SDIp. ‘s 

The junior high in Atlanta is but a 
child fn the educational system. It is 
not grown, but growing. In his recent 
address before the National Education 
Association, President Boynton says 
of the American public schools, “It 
is not fixed, static, unchanging, it is 
a growth reflecting the growth, the 
prosperity, the changing social, domes- 
tic, and economic arrangements of the 
national life—it mirrors the national 
ideals, properity, and aspirations.” 

This, the Atlanta junior highs can 
do and want to do, but they must 
have the full whole-hearted support 
and sympathetic understanding, not 
only of its patrons, but of those other 
citizens who love Atlanta and the boys 
and girls who are Atlanta’s greatest

Tributes to the memory of Grover 


Cleveland were paid Monday night ‘n 
radio addresses over station WEAF, 
New York city, in services commemo- 
rating the 92d anniversary of Cleve- 
land’s birth. 

An eulogy on the great late demo- 
cratie chieftain was read by Justice 
William Harmon Black; of the New 
York state supreme court, a brother 
of Eugene R. Black, governor of the 
Atlanta Federal Reserve bank, while 
another tribute by ex-Senator Hoke 
Smith, of Georgia, sole surviving mem- 
ber of Cleveland’s cabinet, was read by 
David Robinson, secretary of the 
Grover Cleveland Association, which 
sponsored the radio program. 

Grady -Led Celebration. 

“In 1884. at Atlanta, Ga., the heart 
of the south, a brilliant, impetuous 
young citizen received the new by wire 
that a democrat had been elected pres- 
ident of the United States for the first 
time..sirice 1856,” Judge Black said. 
“The democrat who was elected was 
Stephen. Grover Cleveland, and the 
young man who received the telegram 


of The Atlanta Constitution, who died 


ad made the famous New England 
society speech that literally ‘loved a 
nation inte peace.’ Grady formed an 
impromptu procession which enthusias- 
tically marched to the assembly of the 
Georgia house, and by right of en- 
thusiasm prorogued the assembly and 
announced the election of a democratie 
president. While this was an extreme 
demonstration, it was typical of the 
veneral democratie joy. Grover Cleve- 
land had been elected by the sma!l 
popular majority of 62,683 votes out 
of 10,000,000 cast, defeating “James 
G. Blaines, the republican neminee, 


“Mr. Cleveland had won his way 
from assistant district attorney of 
Erie cotinty in 1862, sheriff in 1S70, 
mayor of Buffalo in 1881, and govy- 
ernor of New York state in 1882, and 
had established that confidence that 
attended him throughout his entire 
life. To sum up this great president's 
character, he was fearless, bold, pa- 
friotic, and he cared nothing for pub- 
lic opinion when he felt he was right. 
He died in moderate circumstances, 
but he left to his family a rich legacy 
in his rugged honesty, his high sense 
of public service, and in the stainless 
patriotism that caused him to coin

Will Then Decide If He Aids 
or Hinders Team.

St. Petersburg, Fla., March 18.— 
“I don’t know whether I will sit on 
the players’ bench all season or not,” 
said Judge Fuchs, owner, president 
and manager of the Boston Braves. 
“I'll stay there for 60 days, and ‘then 
decide what I will do later. If I 
think I am helping my team by being 
with the men during a game, I'll stick. 
If 1 make up my mind that I am in 
the way, I'll get out. 

“One thing sitting on the bench 
does for me is to put me in on the 
ground floor. Instead of having a 
manager as a liaison officer between 
me and my team, I can see things for 
myself. I can size up the players bet- 
ter when I have first-hand informa- 
tion. I can tell more of their disposi- 
tions and spirit. I will know just 
what they are trying to do, and why. 


Find Weak Spots. 


“Moreover, I can’ learn more con- 
cerning the weak spots on the team 
or in the system of play. I can see 
more clearly just where the club needs 
strengthening. A doctor should be 
able to do more for a patient after an 
examination than he could prescribing 
by telephone. 

“One thing I do know,” continued 
the judge, “is fliat we were a fine- 
looking ball club in March last sea- 
son, and a bad-looking club after the 
season opened, The men were over- 
worked. They left their ‘fight in the 
gymnasium.’ We won't make the same 
mistake this season. I am urging all 
the players to take it easy and get 
into condition gradually. I don’t want 
them at their peak until it means 
something. 

“I do not propose to make any rad- 
ical changes in the system of play. 
We'll have the same old signals and 
play the game for which the team is 
best adapted. There is nothing so 
mysterious about big league baseball. 
The whole thing comes down to a mat- 
ter of common sense. 


Plenty of Reserves. 


“With Maranville and Joe Dugan, 
I figure we have plenty of reserve 
strength in the infield. We may have 
to do something about the outfield. I 
don't know. It’s too early to tell. 
Some of the younger players show a 
lot of promise. I like James, Leggett 
and Cunningham. Wertz is another 
who has shown something. Sisler is 
in shape, and Smith and Cantwell 
should: help us this year.
